| Next comes for notice the celebrate 
Eckels, who was such an admirer of mili- 
tary-camps, military - messes, woilitary- 
champagne, and military-dcbancbery in 
its most degraded seuse, that be scarcely 
ever left the camp; he obtained, daring 
his administration, the euphonious soubri- 
quet of “Thief Justice,” from his knowao 
predilection for the company of thieves, 
and the unwavering friendship he manifest 
ed for them. It was extensively believed 
that he was associated with some of the 
notorious gangs that iufested this country 
during his administration; as many of 
them openly boasted that “if they were 
imprisoned by the courts he woald liberate 
them.” It could scarcely be credited 
abroad that he was their confederate; but 
his acts certainly gave room for such sus- 
picious, Itis a votorious fact, that al- 
most all the thieves that were condemned 
by the Probate Court were liberated by 
Judge Kekels, and turned loose on the 
community; and as to the expenses of this 
court, the following cxtract from the re- 
port of the “Directers of the Peniten- 
tiary” will show ;-— 


“Owing to the excitement that prevail- 
ed and threats that were made, on ac- 
count Of certain prisoners then in the 
Penitentiary, afterwards discharged by 
Chief Jastiee D. LR. Eckels, as before 
stated, we found it necessary to increase 
the guard, both for the safety of the 
Warden and guard, and also for the se- 
curity of the convicts. This, in counec- 
tion with the conveying of - prisoners and 
guards to Camp Floyd at sundry times, 
very mach imereased the expenses of the 
Penitentiary for the present year.” 

The above are simply a few items. We 
might refer to the ten thousand dollars 
expended im the arrest of the common 
thief Carlos Murray, and numerous other 
incidents; but let this suffice for the pre- 


course, and our citizens and Legislators 
should protest agalfist the door being 
opesed for the remotest chance of the re 
corrence of such exteavagant and useless 
expenditure.

The Journal of Commerce has the fol- 
lowing brief allusion te the preseat step- 
page of business: 

Owing to the partial of or- 
ders from the South, the small receipts of 
cash from thet quarter, aod the provaliing 
distrust and uncertainty as to the future, 
meoufactaring operations have been sus 
pended or greatly reduced by many 
houses, thereby throwing numerous per- 
sons out of employment. One clothing 
establishment which we might name, has 
discharged 1,000 hands; a hat establish- 
ment:lms discharged nearly 1,000; sad- 
diery firm has redeced its force about 500;
